To  the  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  of  the 
Denholme  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  for  1947  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  Denholme. 

The  Divisional  Scheme  for  Public  Health  Administration  was 
inaugurated  by  the  joint  appointment  with  Shipley,  'Baildon  and 
Bingley  Urban  District  Councils  of  a full-time  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  who  assumed  responsibility  for  County  Health  Services 
in  the  area.  The  Administrative  Centre  for  the  Division  is  the 
Town  Hall,  Shipley. 

Statistics. 

The  birth  rate  (21.68)  exceeded  that  of  the  previous  year 
(16.8),  and  -the  death  rate  was  16.07  against  17.7.  Maternal 
mortality  was  nil,  but  I have  to  record  three  deaths  of  infants  under 
1 year  of  age. 

Infectious  Disease. 

Pneumonia  proved  the  prevalent  infectious  disease  in  the 
second  quarter  of  the  year  following  a period  of  unusually  severe 
weather.  Thirteen  cases  were  notified  during  this  period.  No 
cases  of  pioliomyelitis  were  notified,  despite  epidemic  prevalence 
throughout  the  country. 

On  the  whole  the  year  could  not  be  considered  unhealthy,  in 
spite  of  unprecedented  snow  and  a long 'hot  Summer. 
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Housing. 

Overcrowding  is  prevalen't,  and  of  necessity  housing  progress 
slow.  The  site  chosen,  for  the  Council  estate  is  most  suitable, 
and  the  types  of  houses  under  construction  satisfactoiy.  It  is  hoped 
that  in  the  forthcoming  year  the  remainder  of  those  under 
construction  will  be  completed  and  occupied. 

lAn  early  review  of  the  sewage  undertaking  at  Doe  Park  will  be 
necessary. 

1 am  indebted  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  for  assistance 
rendered  and  to  Mr.  Plummer,  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  the 
returns  of  the  year  m which  the  M'edical  Officer  of  Health  had  but 
short  acquaintance  with  the  area.

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Social  Conditions. 

Denholme  is  an  isoilated  town  with  an  elevation  of  about 
1,000  ft.  above  mean  sea  level  and  7 miles  distant  from  Halifax, 
Keighley  and  Bradford  to  the  'North,  South  and  West  respectively. 
The  environs  are  rural;  road  gradients  steep,  and  the  area  forms  a 
natural  water  gathering  ground  with  numerous  reservoirs.  The 
oompaot  township  is  a cen'tre  of  industrial  and  shopping  activity 
and  roads  radiate  and  provide  access  to  neighlbouring  large  towns. 
The  density  of  population  is  approximately  one  person  per  acre. 

The  basic  industry  is  spinning,  weaving  and  the  manufacture  of 
worsteds,  knitting  wools  and  yarns.,  Other  industries  include  silk 
weaving.  Joinery  and  leather  pToduction,  stone  quarrying  and  saw 
mills.  Forty  farms  produce  milk  and  rear  cattle. 

The  social  life  of  the  district  provides  educational,  cultural  and 
recreational  amenities.  Churches  are  numerous  and  form  active 
centres  of  community  life.  There  are  two  schools,  with  accommoda- 
tion for  200  pupils.  The  'Mechanics  Institute,  Picture  House  and 
play-grounds  provide  diversions  for  the  population.  Relative 
isolation  promotes'  a hardy,  independent  spirit,  and  at  the  same  time 
fuses  communal  interests. 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 

A scheme  of  divisional  administration  for  the  area  has  been 
insti'tuted.  The  Medical  Officer  of  H'ealth  of  the  Sanitary  District 
holds  a similar  appointment  for  Shipley,  Bingley  and  Baildon,  and 
is  Divisional  M^edical  Officer  for  the  County  area  composed  of 
these  Sanitary  Authorities.  Generally  speaking,  environmental 
sanitation  remains  the  responsibility  of  the  Urban  District  and 
major  Services  such  as  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  the  School 
Medical  Service  are  controlled  by  the  County  Council. 

Denholme  Clinic  held  fortnightly  sessions  on  a Wednesday 
^ftemoon  at  the  Methodist  Chapel,  attended  by  a Doctor  and  Health 
Vis’tor,  with  the  valuable  ass’stance  of  voluntarv  workers. 
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Facili'ties  were  provided  for  the  care  of  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers,  infants'  and'  school  children,  and  a wide  range  of  infan. 
foods  were  provided  un^der  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer. 

Hospital  Services.  Hospital  Services  remained  unchanged 
during  the  year.  Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  admitted  to  Morton 
Banks,  Keighley,  and  the  General  Hospitals  of  Bradford,  Halifax 
and  Keighley  serve  non-infeotious  cases. 

Home  'Nursing  Service.  The  Home  Nursing  Service  was  con- 
trolled by  the  Denholme  'District  Nursing  Association,  who  supplied 
a District  Nurse  who  is  also  a registered  Midwife.  Accommodation 
for  maternity  cases  in  Hospital  and  (Nursing  Home  was  met  at 
Keighley,  Bradford  or  Halifax.  The  Divisional  Administrative 
Scheme  will  in  incorporate  District  Nursing  and  ultimately 
provide  a comprehensive  Domiciliary  'Service  with  the  addition  of 
Home  Helps. 

Ambulance  Service,  (a)  Infectious  cases  are  transported  by 
the  Ambulance  from  Morton  Banks  Hospital,  Keighley. 

(b)  G'cneral  and  Accident  Cases'.  The  District  is  served  by 
St.  John’s  Ambulance  from  Bradford  and  emergency  calls  for  road 
accidents  from  Keighley. 

Laboratory  Services.  Arrangements  were  completed  for  the 
examination  of  all  types  of  pathological  and  bacteriological 
specimens  at  the  Regional  Laboatory,  Bradford.  This  includes 
throat  and  nose  swabs,  sputum,  faeces  and  blood  taken 
from  individual  patients,  and  public  health  examination  of  drinking 
water,  milk,  ice  cream  and  other  foodstuffs.  Field  work  by 
the  Director  of  the  Laboratory  and  the  M^ical  Officer  of  Health 
wOl  be  conducted  as  necessa'ry.  [Prophylactic  reagents  for  instance 
diphtheria  toxoid,  vaccine  lymph,  etc.,  will  be  distributed.  The 
proximity  of  the  Laboratory  will  expedite  rep>orts  and  necessary 
action. 

Mortuary.  The  Council  have  previously  arranged  w'th 
Shipley  Urban  District  Council  for  the  use  of  their  Mortuary  at 
S’'ipley,  and  if  necessary  postmortems  are  conducted  there. 
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Infectious  EHsease. 

'Pneumonda  (19  cases)  accounted  for  haJf  the  notifications 
reoedved..  Thirteen  were  notified  during  the  second  quarter  of 
1947.  The  total  ('38)  includes  9 cases  of  whooping  cough.  Five 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified. 

lApart  from  tuberculosis  and  pneumonia  only  2 deaths  were 
attribntable  to  infectious  disease,  one  from  oerebro  spinal  fever  and 
one  following  measles.  It  is  satisfactoiy  to  report  that  no  cases  of 
diphtheria  were  notified  in*  the  area. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria.  Age  group  records  of 
immunisatiion  in  relation  to'  child  population  are  not  available  for 
a .y  considerable  period.  An  estimate  of  85  per  cent,  of  school 
children  immunised  was  returned  in  the  19I4'6  Report,  and  on  the 
records'  compiled  for  1947  this  would  certainly  appear  to  be  lower. 
The  Divisional  scheme  will  enable  the  Public  iHealth,  Department 
to  compile  and  maintain  records  of  each  child.  Meantime  the 
Return  for  1947  is  appended.

Water  Supply. 

Water  is  collected  on  the  Thornton  Moor  Catchment  Area,  and 
distributed  by  Bradford  Corporation,  the  greater  portion  of  the 
watershed  lying  within  the  Denhohne  Urban  District.  Of  928 
dwellimg  houses,  no  less  than'  887  have  a piped  supply.  The 
remainder,  being  in  the  outlying  districts,  rely  on  springs  and 
wells,  which  give  a fairly  good  supply. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

The  whole  of  the  built-up  area  is  serviced  by  main  sewers, 
which  gravitate  to  two  sewage  works.  One  at  Doe  Park  deals  with 
an  estimated  D.W.F.  of  41,250  gallons  per  day;  the  other,  of  more 
modem  construction,  at  Whalley  iLane,  deals  with  an  estimated 
D.W.F.  of  7,875  gallons  per  day. 

I'he  sparsely  populated  southern  end  of  the  district  is 
unsewered.  A number  of  houses  have  drain  connections  to  septic 
tanks. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

One  small  stream,  formed  mostly  from  the  reservoir  overflow 
remains  comparatively  free  from  pollution.

Public  Oeansing. 

The  scavenging  of  the  district  is  carried  out  by  the  Conncil’s 
workmen  with  hired  team  labour.  (A  weekly  collection  from  bins 
and  pails  is  mainitained,  and  privies'  are  emptied  every  14-21  days. 
The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  GDuncdl’s  tWv^ 
tips.

Knacker’s  Yard. 

There  is  one  knacker’s  yard  in  the  district:  10  visits  have  been 
made  during  the  year.  The  premises  are  on  a farm  and  the  Rodent 
Control  Division  of  the  W.R.W.iA.E.C.  have  carried  out  two  poison 
bait  treatments  against  rat  infestation. 

Offensive  Trade  Premises. 

The  only  offensive  'trade  in  the  district  is  one  of  bone  boiling. 
10  visits  have  been  made  during  the  year.

Infestation  Order,  1943. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  one  of  the  Council’s  workmen 
under  the  supervision  of  the  'Sanitary  Inspector.  Test  baiting  and 
maintenance  treatment  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  with  satis- 
factory results.  The  Council’s  tips  were  also  baited.

Ten  smoke  observations  have  been  taken,  and  in  no  instance 
was'  there  any  infringement  of  the  byelaws. 


Housing. 

The  total  number  of  houses  in  the  district  is  928.  There  is 
an  unsatisfied  demand  for  houses,  and  the  Council  have  building 
sites  available  for  54  houses,  of  which  the  first  allocation  of  20  is 
well  in  hand.
